ue Gov. Flower Shows How New York Is 
Safe for Cleveland—Last Estimates 
From Indiana, Connecticut and Other 
Doubtful States—How Two of the Na- 
tional Candidates Spent Sunday—Hot 
Campaign in the Far West. 


New York, Nov. 7.—There is little for the 
leaders and manfgers to do to-day. No new 
moves are expected, but: sentinels in all 
States are on guard to watch the movement s 
of the enemy. ; 

Both si ies voice their confidence, and so far 
as outward signs go they seem to Delleve 
what they say. The final figures given out 
differ in no material respect from the esti- 
mates which have been pnblished from day to 
day within the past fortnight. 

Chairman Harrity to-day will not alter in 
the slichtest degree the prediction he made 
for the jSUNDAY Post-DIsSPATCH, telegraphed 
Saturday night. He says all the indications 
point to victory for Cleveland by the vote of 
the Electoral College. In Harrity’s table the 
States are placed in this way: 


This table, with 6 votes of Michigan’s 14, 
makes atotalof 244. The other States are 
divided up between Harrison and Weaver. 
Only 223 electoral votes are needed to elect 

5—"and the above showing gives Cleveland 21 
more than the required number. It will be 
seen thathe can lose Wisconsin and Con- 
necticut and still win. Or, he may lose In- 
diana and Michigan’s 6 votes and be the vic- 
tor. It is practically conceded now that the 
vote of New York is essential to a Democratic 
victory. 

The following is the guess of the Republican

WHITELAW REID. 

What has probably been the hardest week’s 
work in Hon. Whitelaw Reid's life ended at 
midnight Sunday. Sinee Monday .last Mr. 
Reid has made just twenty-five speeches. Of 
these four were delivered on Saturday; one 
in the Auditorium near New West Brighton, 
S. I.; one at Port Chester and two in Mama- 
roneck. It was after midnight when he got 
back to Ophir ae his country home near 
White Plains. r. Reid was asked last night 
with what feelings he Jooked forward to to- 
morrow. 

**With a great deal of philosophy and com- 
posure, was the answer. 

Asked if he thought the Republicans would 
win, he answered: 

**We have every reason for confidence. On 
my trip through the northern part of the 
State I saw indications that the majority 
above Harlem will be considerably larger 
than In 1888. We thought early in the cam- 

aign that the farmers were apathetic. But 
t was quiet because !t was decent. When it 
came to registering they turned out as never 
before.’’ 

Despite his arduous work during the pres- 
ent campaign, Mr. Reid’s health has not suf- 
fered. At no time since his return from 
Europe 4jd he look better than last night at 
Ophir Farm. Mr. Reid had to doa great 
deal yer pel gees: than he intended on ac- 
count of the inability of either Mr, Harrison 
or Mr. Blaine to take the stump. The un- 
usual strain on the vocal organs andthe ex- 
posure of open-air speaking caused a slight 
asthmatic attack and sore throat. 

Though going to bed very late, Mr. Reid 
rose early yesterday morning. He read the 
articles on the outlook in the different States 
and then, accompanied by Mrs. Reid, took a 
stroll over the farm. Mr. and Mrs. Reld 
drove to Rye at 10 o’clock and attended the 
Presbyterian Church at this place. During 
the afternoon Mr. Reid took another drive 
and read. He will probably remain at Ophir 
Farm to-day, coming ‘down to the city to- 
morrow to vote. There will be a booth under 
the window of Mr. Reid’s house at Fiftieth 
street and Madison avenue, but. it is on the 
other side. Fiftieth street is the boundary of 
the election district, so Mr. Reid will have to 
go to Fifty-third street and Park avenue to 
vote for himseif. 


> ILLINOIS, 
DEMOCRATIC LEADERS BELIEVE THEY WILL 
WIN TO-MORROW’S ELECTION. 
CuicaGco, Ill., Nov. 7.—If Illinols does not 
elect a Democratic Governor to-morrow then 
all pre-election signs have gone wrong. Both 
sides agree thatin Cook County Hes victory 
or defeat for Fifer or Altgeld, It is 
a question of how much plurality 
Altgeld will have here. The Demo- 


cratic State Committee puts the figures at 
12,000. While giving out no estimate, the 
Republicans claim that Altgeld’s following 
in Chicago and Cook County will be over- 
come by the vote Fifer will a up from the 
other parts of the State. Never in the 
political history of the State has there been 
such confidence among Democrats. Every 
man is a seif-constituted worker. Every 
voter is under the eye of these workers. 
Every Democrat in Illinois feels it in his 
bones that victory is certain. The party is 
moving in a solid phalanx to certain triumph 
atthe polls. Thereis noapathy, no waver- 
ing, no doubt this time. . 

For the first time in thirty years Democracy 
has felt that it has a fighting chance 
tocarrythe State for President. The State 
Committee, in making its estimates, placed 
them on the most conservative basis. In 
many counties the estimate will go under the 
Republican estimate. In some counties the 
report does not claim as —. Republican 
converts as are conceded by the Republicans. 
In one county the Republicans’ esti:nate 
concedes that 700 Republicans will vote for 
Judge Aitgeld. In the Democratic estimate 
the changes are placed at 4v0. 

Figuring on the Congressional outlook the 
Democrats claim the election of Judge Hun- 
ter, Gen. Black, State at large. and their 
candidates in the’ Second, Third, Fourth, 
Eighth, Ninth, Twelfth, Thirteenth, Fifteenth, 
Sixteenth, ‘Seventeenth, Eighteenth and 
Nineteenth Districts. This means fourteen 
of the twenty-two representatives in Con- 
gress, while the chances are in favor of 
Democratic success inthe First, Sixth,Tenth 
and Twentieth Districts. In every district 
save one or two there is a fighting chance. 

At Republican headquarters the State Com- 
mittee is claiming an electoral ticket by plu- 
ralities all the way from 20,000 to 30,

GOV. FLOWER’S PREDICTION OF THE RESULT 
IN THE EMPIRE STATE. 


‘ New York, Nov. 7.—Gov. Flower issaid to 
be the pest political prophet in New York. Ten 
years ago he was the only man in New York 
City to jforéses the landslide for Oleveland. 
The night before election he then placed 
Cleveland’s plurality at 125,000, atleast. It 
was 192,000. Since then he has not failed once 
in the State ;and national election predic- 
tions. When asked totell something of the 


prospects of Democratic success the Gov- 
ernor said yesterday: ‘‘l am not an optimist, 
but when I pay I believe that the Empire State 
will cast its electoral vote for Cleveland and 
Stevenson, Ido so with thorough confidence 
that my prediction will be confirmed. Fur- 
thermore, I think the plurality will reach 


, 000. 

‘*I have visited every county in the central 
portion of the State from Buffalo to Manhat. 
tan Isiand. I have also received reliable ad- 
vices from the northern and southern tiers. 
All Indicate that there wili be great gains in 
the Democratic vote over that of 1888, and 
the Republican majority abovethe Harlem 
will be far less than four years ago, while 
that of Cleveland below the same river will 
be greater than most men imagine. ’

From reliable sources itis estimated that he 
brought with him several hundred thousand 
dollars which he placed in the hands of the

ufacturers’ Club of Philadelphia who with 
Wanamaker raised the boodle with which 
Indiana was bought for Harrison in 188s. 
Wanamaker was in Chicago yesterday and 
was to have come here last night, so it was 
reported, but thought better of it and went 
on to Philadelphia. His arrival here simul- 
taneously with the boodle might have led to 
remarks,

A WELL LAID PLAN CHECKMATED BY 
DEMOCRATS.

Political Thug and Fugitive Oriminal 
Dishler in the Employ of ‘‘Confiden- 
tial-Circular’’ Hackett—His Operations 
Disclosed by Lesters—A Plot to Buy 
or Steal the Presidency That Failed— 
Other Political Events. 


NEW YORK Novy. Fe A. Dishler, the 
Utica gambler and political thug, for whose 
apprehension a reward of $2,600 has been of- 
fered by Gov. Flower, has been acting as an 
accredited agent of the Republican party in 
shipping negroes from Tennessee into West 
Virginia, Virginia and New Jersey to vote the 
Republican ticket. Dishler’s employer is 
Chairman Charles W. Hackett of ‘‘blocks-of- 
one’’ and ‘‘confidential-circular’’ fame. 
Dishler and Hackett have been pals in Utica 
politics for years. 

When Dishler concocted and carried toa 
successful issue the daring scheme to liber- 
ate **Tom’’ O’Brien, the prince of bunco 
men, who was convicted of buncoing Farmer 
Post out of $10,000 last April, the Chairman 
of the Republican Campaign Committee was 
separated from him for atime. Dishler was 
indicted in Albany County and Oneida County 
and he has been a fugitive from justice ever 
since. That the: two got together after a 
very short while is shown by the letter which 
has been photographed and reproduced in 
fac simile in the New York WorLp. This let- 
ter was sent to Joseph Frick, g@ saloon-keeper 
in Utica, who has been an associate and 
friend of Dishler’s for many years. The 
letter tells the whole story of Dishler’s part 
in the Republican scheme to buy the Pres- 
iffency. 

On Oct. 24, Dishler was in Pittsburg on 
business for Chairman Hackett, who !s called 
**Hackett,’’ *‘Chariley,’’ and ‘‘H,’’ in differ- 
ent parts of the letter. He thanks his 
friend for $100 sent him and says he has to 
look out for persons who might know him 
and deliver him to justice. He asks his friend 
to go and see ‘‘Tom’’ at onceand have him 
write Hackett or go to New York and see him 
about money matters. ‘*‘Tom’’ is Thomas 
Wheeler, the present Mayor of Utica and the 
leader of the political ring which has ruled 
the city for years. Thecorruptness of Utica 
politics has aiready been exposed and the 

; wackett, and “Dishter 
have playéd therein. 


Dishler sayshe is beginning to think he 
is to be dumped overboard and left 
in the lurch in case the Republiic- 
anslose the election. Hackett was to pay 
him $3,000 on Oct. 15, he writes, but $2,000 
is all he has been paid for his dirty work up 
todate. The escaped criminal is beginning 
to be suspicious of promises and he wants the 
Mayorto get Hackett’s promise in writing 
that he will pay his tool before election. 
Since last writing to his friend Dishler says 
he has been traveling all the time and had 
spent all his moneyin railroad fares when 
his correspondent’s last letter reached him 
at Richmond, Va.

lumps.

**We have put 2,500 ‘nigs’ in the former State 
and every one isa Republican vote.’’ He 
adds that ‘‘New Jersey is going the same 
way,’’ and tells why. ‘‘Wehave sent 1,000 
good Republicans therefrom Tennessee and 
next week I will go there with 200 more.’’ 

**Martin will look after New York all

She Charges Henry Fuchs With Attempt- 
ing to Rob Her of Her Child—Searching

Pale and exhausted and almost fainting 
from worry and loss of sleep, Sirs. 
Grace Turner of Cincinnati! made her ap-

On Dec. 16, 1876, 
she became the Wife of a re- 
tired army officer, Paul H. Turner, and 
for eight years lived happily with him at 1802 
Olive street, where she gave birth to four 
children, allof whomare buriedin Calvary 
Cemetery. In 1984 « her husband 
losing his gpa ee the army 
became desperate and Uown-spirited, ana 
left her. She next heardof himin Australia 
and before the end of the~year fre- 
ceived a Sydney newspaper 
tainting an account of i 4hi¥g. 
from bush fever .wWhile out with 
U. Ss surveying party. His child, Grace, 

born seven months after his 
Seoutiure. After ber husband’s death, Mrs. 
Turner was without means and Henry 
Fuchs, a life-long friend of her famjly, helped 
her along. Ue was a machinest and an 
expert in barb wire machines, 
which were at that time being 
perfected and to which Fucns added several 
valuable improvements. uchs was called 
to Cincinnatiin 1885, and she accompanied 
him. She ad not seen him  (*{for 
years, but his kindness toher tn her trouble 
caused her to think he would soon make her 
his wife.

Only Forty-one of the 700 Original Re-| 
publican Petitioners Put On the Poll- 
Books—Negroes to Capture the Booths 
To-Morrow—Final Arrangements by 
Campaign Committees — Secrétary

While Judge Dillon, in Court-room No. 4, 
was rapidly examining the Republican vot- 
ers brought before him for reinstatement by 
John C, Orrick, Ford Smith and 
John A. Gernez, Willis H. Clarke, 
the fourth attorney in tbe proceedings 
against Recorder Carlisle, walked into the 
Circuit Clerk’s office and threw down another 
great petition on the desk.

ARMY PROMOTIONS, 


Enlisted Men Now Have a Chance for 
Preferment. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—Nine aspirants from 
the ranks for commissions as officers in the 
army have succeeded in passing the pre- 
scribed examination... Eleyen in all passed 
the examinations by preliminary boards, but 
in' the final examination just concluded at 
Fort Leavenworth two failed. Gen. Scho- 
field is preparing a new set of regulations 
governing the promotion of enlisted men to 
be officers in the army. Heretofore selec- 
tions from the ranks for second lieutenants 


-have been confined to non-comissioned 


officers.. Now the competition is open 
to every soldier , in the army who has 


served two years, and whoisunder 30 years 
ofage. This means that a larger percentage 
of promotions from the ranks than formerly 
will hereafter be made, and that there will 
be no chance for the civilian obtaining a 
commission unless he first undergoes the 
hardship of army life fortwo years. It is 
understood that the examinations prescribed 
by the new regulations are to be even more 
severe than those hitherto prescribed for 
non-commissioned officers. Preliminary 
boards are to be convened in each of the sev- 
eral military departments to inquire into the 


moral character or the candidates before,’ 


and after enlistment and otherwise deter- 
mine whether it is worth while for them to 
enter the final competition. As the examina- 
tions are required by lawto be competitive, 
a single ard will be convened at Fort 
Leavenworth, Kan.

AT QUARANTINE. 


How the President’s Order Affects Pres- 
ent Arrivals. 

NEw. York, Nov. 7.—The Treasury Depart- 
ment’s construction ofthe President’s proc- 
lamation of September, which quarantines 
all ships with4mmigrants In the steerage or 
cabin for twenty days, caused the detention 
of the Hamburg-American steamer Suevia 
and the Hill Line steamer Richmond Hill in 
the bay all day yesterday. The Suevia has 
248’ cabin passengers. Among them are 
eighty-nine citizensand 159aliens. Some of 
the latter intend to settJe in the United 
States. The steamship arrived at Quaran- 
tine on Saturday night. The quarantine offi- 
clals inspected and fumigated her and fitted 
her to proceed to dock. She was intercepted 


by the cutter Washington, and ordered to re- 
main until orders were received from Wash- 
ington permitting herto go up. She drop- 
pedanchor under the shadow of Liberty, 
whose aspiral was not as pleasing as it 
might have been under other circumstances 
to the American citizens aboard. 

The Richmond Hill from London was also 
passed by the quarantine officials. Shehasa 
sixty-nine cabin passenger list and six steer- 
age passengers, whoarecattlemen. Sixty of 
her cabin passengers are aliens, who intend 
to take up permanent residence in the United 
States. 

As the Treasury Department was closed 
yesterday the agents of the steamships could 
not getan, order releasing them. They re-

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The International Regatta May Be Held 
Next Year. 


A WAY HAS BEEN FOUND TO DREDGE 
THE CHANNEL. 


The Iroquois diab Making Strong Efforts 
to Secure the Mesting—‘*Dead Broke’’ 


Wylie’s Autograph Album-—The Zim- 


merman-Sanger Race Off— Ring Gos- 
sip—General Sporting News. 


CHICAGO, Ill., Nov. 7.—Although the move- 
ment inaugurated by the Iroquois Club of 
this city.to bring the regatta of the National 
Association of Amateur Oarsmen to Chicago 
next summer instead of Saratoga, is not 
meeting with the enthusiastic support of 
Western rowing organizations, it is making 
good headway. Some profess to believe that 
the Iroquois Club cannot successfully handle 
such a big affair as the 1893 mfeeting is sure to 
be, but club. members are confident that 
they can manage the meeting in good shape, 
On the face of it the task looks to be im- 
possible, for itis known that there is nota 
body of water within a reasonable distance 
of Chicago which combines all the featufes 
which go to make a regatta not only a suc- 
cess, buta possibility. 

The Lincoln Park course was discussed and 
found to be altogether out of the question. 
There remained but one, and that the body 
of water most |dreaded in America by the_ 
oarsman—Calumet Lake, off Pullman. Shal- 
low and full of|weeds rising nearly to the 
surface, it has proved in past regattas the 
fall of many jan ambitious sculler. whose 
chances for a win were good until he, got his 
oars into the holding mess immediately . be- 
low the surface. Barring this fatal detri- 
ment Pullman might be called an ideal re- 
gatta town. 

Several meetings were arranged between 
the Pullman people and the Chicagoans in- 
terested in getting the National Association 
tothis city with the result that the latter 
would secure control of Athletic Island, 
which contains the grand stands overlooking 
the course, if they could raise the 
money necessary to dredge the course deep 
enough to make fast rowing a possibility. 
Figures were obtained and it was found that 
a channel 500 feet wide and one and one-half 
miles long could be dredged at a maximum 
cost of $6,000. Dewitt C. Cregier, Jr., the 
leading spirit in the movement, has obtained 
a promise of $5,000 from a millionaire of this 
city, said to be George M. Pullman himself, 
which practically puts the matter in shape 
to present tothe Board of Directors of. the 
National Association. 

If the course can be put in the proper 
shape—and assurances are made by engineers 
that it can—next year will see the greatest 
gathering of amateur oarsmen ever held in 
this country. The Mississippi Valley, the 
Northwestern,and the Chicago Navy regattas 
would all precede the national champion- 
ship, which would be given to Chicago toa 
certainty if the present plans are carried out, 


and there is no good reason why they should } 


not be. ;

Yorkville Belle, the yearling brother to Sir 
Francis, and others are offered, the fur will 
fly. Matthew Byrnes, on behalf of Marcus 
Daly of Anaconda, Mont., offered $209,000 for 
the entire string, but the tender was de- 
clined. There has been considerable discus- 
sion as tothe merits of Sir Francis anid Don 
Alonzo and the prices they will bring. One 
well-posted New York authority offered to 
bet that they would sell for not less than
